Washington— The New Deal has 


thought up many and various ways 
of torturing and harassing 
the 


American business men. but. de- 
spite the words of President Roose- 
velt himself, urging'that business 
and government cooperate in a pro- 
gram of reemployment, the prize 
method of creating instability in the 
busiriess world has just been in- 
vented by the department of justice 
and announced with the full ap- 
proval of the White House.: 


The plan is not intended. 
of 


course, deliberately to breed fear 
or to persecute business men. The 
object is supposed to be to bring 
about "fair competition" 
as 
be- 


tween large and small businesses. 
But the effect of the new and ex- 
traordinary use of 
governmental 


power is such that it would not be 
surprising if a reign of genuine ter- 
ror developed as a direct 
conse- 


quence of the policy. 


Briefly, 
the 
new 
procedure, 


which is being tried out in connec- 
tion with a prosecution about to be 
begun against certain automobile 
manufacturers and against some of 
the big companies which finance 
the installment purchases of auto- 
mobiles, amounts to something like 
this: 


Thinks Them Guilty 


The federal government holds a 


gun at the head of the 
business 


man and says in effect: "We think 
you are guilty of a crime in asking 
auto dealers to do business under 
your standardized 
finance plans, 


which may be okeh from the stand- 
point of the buyer of an automo- 
bile, but isn't okeh as between you 
and the smaller finance companies 
who want a larger share of this 
business. 
Your competitors have 


been in to see us and have made a 
lot of complaints. We think you 
are guilty. We don't know whether 
we can secure a conviction before 
a jury if the case does come to 
trial.

asking 


congress for $500,000 to conduct an 
investigation to tell us just what 
we ought to do about these anti- 
trust laws. 


Must Submit Plan 


"Nevertheless, if 
you come in 


with a plan that gives us a great 
deal more than we have a right to 
expect 
from a legal 
settlement, 


well, we'll lake it up with the judge 
and leave it to him to say whether 
grand jury should file indictments 
against each of you and 
subject 


you to 
public humiliation, 
or 


whether, where indictments have 
been rendered already, we, the gov- 
ernment, should just drop the pros- 
ecution." 


Not long ago. Federal Judge Gei- 


ger in Milwaukee dismissed a grand 
jury because, at the same moment, 
he deemed improper negotiations 
were going on between the depart- 
ment of justice and the auto fi- 
nance companies in an effort 
to 


force the signing of a consent de- 
cree. There were some sharp words 
used about coercion and unfair tac- 
tics. But the department of justice 
merely retaliated by trying to get 
the judge impeached in congress. 
Chairman Sumner's of the house ju- 
diciary committee has never made 
public his findings, but the Wis- 
consin Bar association sent its rep- 
resentatives to testify against 
the 


palpable effort to intimidate, the 
judge by threatening impeachment. 


Now, 
the department of justice, 


in a public statement, repeats its 
procedure, reiterating that it never 
did anything wrong in the Milwau- 
kee proceedings and will try 
it 


again before another federal judge, 
this time in South Bend, Indiana. 
The announcement of the proceed- 
ing is brought out in the open in 
advance of the filing of grand jury 
proceedings. This, at least, is a new 
frankness. 


Willing To Bargain 


The department of justice doesn't, 


however, make any bones about its 
desire to bargain with alleged crim- 
inals. The statement's official text 
says that, in using civil and crim- 
inal proceedings "concurrently," it 
is "not the purpose of the dcpart- 


at any stage of the 
proceedings 


against business men who may de- 
sire to propose a practical solution 
which is of major and immediate 
benefit to the industry, to compet- 
itors, and to the public and which 
goes beyond any results which may 
be expected from a criminal pro- 
ceeding." 


Here is a plain offer to barter, by 


use of the criminal 
indictment 


method as a lever, for something 
which, if corporation officers 
and 


directors agree to 
under 
duress, 


they would plainly 
open 
them- 


selves to suits for damages from the 
true owners of their businesses, the 
stockholders. 


Free Competition 


Although declaring that the pro- 


posed solutions must be 
"volun- 
tary," the department's official an- 
nouncement says the 
proposals 


"must offer in addition to a prohi- 
bition of the violators of anti-trust 


ment to coerce or compel the pros- j laws with which the prospective de-

Even more pointed, however, is 


the public offer of immunity from 
prosecution which the department 
makes when it outlines 
what it 


will do to help squelch criminal 
proceedings if the right kind of 
proposals are made. There is no 
limit to the extent to which gov- 
ernmental power can be abused if 
the doctrine is established that, on 
threat of indictment for a criminal 
offense, corporation officers and di- 
rectors must submit to a degree of 
government control over their busi- 
nesses which neither congress nor 
the courts have ever sanctioned.

The Deadlock 


BY WALTEK UFPMANN 


Within administration circles and 


in the business community there 
are a fair number of men who are 
•willing to go to a lot of trouble to 
promote 
a better 
understanding 


and some kind of practical work- 
ing arrangement. But 
somehow 


nothing much seems to come of it 
all, and one is left with the general 
impression that though the effort 
is sincere, it is unreal and uncon- 
vincing. The question is why busi- 
ness and the New Deal are in such 
a deadlock of misunderstanding. 


The easy answer to the question 


is that they have irreconcilably op- 
posing views. 
The New Dealers 


say, or at least think privately, that 
the leaders of business have never 
accepted the reforms, that they are 
merely waiting their chance to re- 
cover power through a Republican 
victory in order to repeal and dis- 
mantle the social reforms. And most 
of the influential business leaders 
think that the New Deal is not en- 
gaged in reforming the abuses of 
capitalism but in supplanting the 
capitalist system. There is enough 
truth in both of these points of 
view to disrupt the efforts of the 
conciliators and to produce a feel- 
ing that any truce is tactical and 
that no peace will last. 
Doctrinal Differences 
Not Determining: Factor 


Yet from what first-hand obser- 


vations I have been able to make I 
do not believe that the deepest 
cause of the trouble is theoretical, 
or as it is now the fashion to say, 
ideological. Though it is a fact that 
very few business men really like 
any of the major reforms, though it 
is a fact, I believe, that the presi- 
dent and his favorite advisors dis- 
like the system of private enter-, 
prise and distrust most of the indi- 
viduals who operate it. it does not 
seem to me that doctrinal differ- 
ences are the determining factor. 
Business men would go ahead and 
do go ahead under any system if 
they see a chance to make a profit, 
and most of the New Dealers are 
after all politicians interested not 
in theory but in offices and careers. 


The trouble as I see it is that 


without quite intending it we have 
drifted into a social arrangement 
under which the economic interests 
of business men in a normal re- 
covery are at odds with the politi- 
cal interests of officeholders in the 
perpetuation of their power. This is 
the most far-reaching effect of the 
spendmg-lending activity 
of 
the 


Federal government. It has creat- 
ed a vast vested political interest 
which is opposed, as yet not avow- 
edly or altogether consciously, to a 
normal business recovery based on 
private investment and the read- 
justment of prices and wages. 
Cried Wolf When 
There Was No Wolf 


The whole thing originated in the 


administration of President Hoover 
when the idea became firmly fixed 
in the public mind that in a depres- 
sion the government should pro- 
tect prices and wage rates by lend- 
ing and spending. The only real 
differences 
between the Hoover 


policy and that of the first New 
Deal are that the New Deal had 
the good fortune to take hold on 
the upswing of the business cycle 
and that instead of spending and 
lending too little to make an ef- 
fect it spent and lent boldly enough 
to produce the boom of 1936. 


During this period of primed re- 


covery under the New Deal, the 
spokesmen of business, both Re- 
publican and old-style Democratic, 
made what has proved to be a fatal 
political error. They cried 
from 


the housetops that "pump-priming" 
•would soon bring on a collapse of 
the government credit and a run- 
away inflation. The event proved 
that they were wrong. They' cried 
wolf when there was no wolf, and 
the politicians, federal, state and 
•local, who of course love spending, 
have ever since felt that it was un- 
necessary to pay any further atten- 
tion to the prophets of catastrophe. 
Government Spending- 
Will Work for a While 
' When finally, in 1937, the admin- 
istration itself cut down drastically 
its real 
deficit 
expenditure and 


there followed immediately a crash 
and another depression, all political 
reluctance 
to 
a resumption of 


spending disappeared. 
For what- 


ever may be the ultimate reckon- 
ing, it had been proved to the sat- 
isfaction of the politicians that a 
certain kind of prosperity can be 
created — without lowering prices, 
without lowering wages, without 
bankruptcy and liquidation — by 
the use of government money and 
credit. 


The trouble with this system is 


that it really does work. It really 
does in a way succeed. If it were as 
foolish and ineffective as "The New 
York Times," for example, keeps on 
saying it is. it would not be nearly 
so dangerous in its ultimate conse- 
quences. For if the administration 
were unable to create a kind of 
prosperity by spending and lend- 
ing, the failure would be evident to 
the people and the voters would 
quickly enough get rid of the New 
Deal. But the fact is that govern- 
ment spending and lending will 
work for a while, will work well 


enough to give at least the appear- 
ance of good times. And it is also 
a fact, which it is not only useless 
but dangerous to deny, that Ameri- 
can resources are sufficient to sup- 
port such a program for a long 
time to come. 
Politicians Entrenched 
Behind Primed Property 


The success of this system pro- 


duces a situation in which in an im- 
portant degree the politicians take 
over the role formerly played by 
private bankers and private invest- 
ors.

And this machine rr.ust in the na- 
ture of things regard as a threat 
to its existence the other kind of 
prosperity based on private enter- 
prise. Because in fact the arrange- 
ment can be made to work with ap- 
parent success, the 
influence of 


those who have said it would not 
work at all is at a discount. 


It is a very serious condition 


viewed over a long period of time. 
For this new system of politically 
primed prosperity can be made to 
work well enough to habituate the 
people to complete dependence up- 
on it, and to destroy gradually the 
habits of self-help and of enterprise 
upon which a free society depends. 


This is. I know, a gloomy view but 


nothing is to be gained by deluding 
ourselves with the idea that a few 
amiable words spoken by and spok- 
en to business will remedy the sit- 
uation.

"I AM THE LAW" VS. "I KNOW NO 


LAW" 


The suggestion that Mayor Hague and 


his associates may have breached the so- 
called federal conspiracy law in euchring 
men out of the right of free speech is a 
good idea to follow. OI course action must 
depend upon evidence that can be seemed 
and while there appears to be no doubt 
that Mr. Hague is ruling something like 
a medieval baron it may be another thing 
to get evidence to connect him directly 
with Jersey City happenings. 


Above the federal conspiracy statute 


still stands the constitution with its im- 
perious mandate, "The United States shall 
guarantee to every state in this union a 
Republican form of government.'' 


A Republican form of government can- 


not exist excepting as authority proceeds 
from the people. .The people canrot act 
freely unless basic rights are insured them. 
If Mr. Hague can prevent free speech and 
other basic rights he 
can come pretty 


close to Hitlerizing his city. 


And still the cited provision of the con- 


stitution, judged from the use of the word 
Republican throughout the centuries, may 
need something by way of explicit inter- 
pretation. 


To cite a few examples of the use or 


misuse of words, Poland called itself a 
republic 175 years ago because the king 
was elected by the nobles. At the same 
time what is now the German Empire 
designated itself "a republic of princes." 
Before that the imperial governments of 
Genoa and Venice which included exten- 
sive territory of which the cities were but 
the centers called themselves republics be- 
cause they were, governed by an aristoc- 
racy of noble families who selected one 
of their number to kingship under the 
title of doge. There were scores of so- 
called republics both in ancient and me- 
dieval times that we would call repub- 
lics in name only. 


Norman Thomas is probably pursuing 


the issue from a purely technical stand- 
point but a Socialist as well as a conserv- 
ative has a right to be technical. The 
answer of Mayor Hague that a Thomas 
talk in a public park will mean a riot 
sounds disturbingly like that expression 
"protective arrest" used 
in Europe to 


clamp a man in jail who has done noth- 
ing wrong. Mr. Hague and his friends can 
drum up a mob easily enough but their 
conduct in so doing is reprehensible and 
they know it. 


Mr. Thomas talks all over the coun- 


try and aside from a little sporadic heck- 
lings his meetings are peaceful enough. He 
is a radical but he is not abusive. Hague's 
New Jersey conduct is comparable to the 
action of that Indiana chief of police who 
refused to let Communist Browdcr de- 
liver a radio address. 


But, while we are talking upon the 


subject of constitutional rights and federal 
conspiracy statutes, someone is likely to

strikes in which masses of men whose 
chief had contributed S600.000 to the Ad- 
ministration's success took over the prop- 
erty of concerns while even a member of 
the cabinet had her ladylike doubts wheth- 
er there was any breach of the law. 


The fact is that the constitution pro- 


tects property rights just as much as what 
we loosely designate human rights such 
as free speech. And when you begin to 
neglect the enforcement of one part of 
the constitution you are likely to see oth- 
ers neglect the enforcement of other parts.

the law as it is but decency as it has 
been understood. For that courage the 
Attorney General of the United States, 
formerly a leading practitioner before 
Connecticut justice courts, suggested pro- 
ceedings generally leading to impeach- 
ment.

Once upon a time there was a depres- 


sion called the Depression of 1929. 


Banks holding but a small percentage 


of the deposits of America cracked. The 
cause of practically every bank failure 
was attributable to a government that 
promised to keep banks straight and failed 
to live up to its promise. 


But the failures instilled fear. 
And 


the people withdrew their funds and hid 
them in old ticks and under the shed. 


Presently a new list of rulers presented 


themselves. And they said that the dif- 
ficulty with the country was in two par- 
ticulars, first, the people were afraid, and 
second, and as a result of the first, there 
were not sufficient funds available in the 
banks and credit was simply unknown. 


So the new generation of rulers cleaned 


up the bank situation in fine style. No 
longer did anyone have a fear about a 
bank deposit. 


The money in the banks mounted high- 


er and higher. Credit was as easy to be 
had as lighting an old pipe. But the new 
rulers forgot the principle of their own 
preachment. Although they had made the 
banks sound they commenced raising hob 
in other directions, instilling fear in their 
attacks upon primary principles that had 
existed as long as the nation. 


And so today the banks are full of 


money. That grim look on a banker's face 
has nothing to do with the solvency or 
stability of his institution. 
It is induced 


by anxiety over what he's going to do 
with the money. 
Credit walks around 


slapping people in the face. 
But they 


won't even look. They want nothing to 
do with it. 


And now we have the anomalous sit- 


uation of a depression without any mon- 
ey stringency or check upon credit. We 
have people, 
metaphorically 
speaking, 


starving in a kitchen loaded with food 
while a roast turkey is in the oven and 
thick steaks are on the stove. 


And the moral, if men are still capa- 


ble of learning, is that the right hand 
better keep track of what the left hand 
is doing because there are several fun- 
damental principles having to do with 
government, prosperity and the whole- 
some life of our people, and money and 
credit are not the only things to observe.

It is pointed out that the railroads' expenses 


are higher than they were in 1932 and that the 
railroads are doing less business than at that 
date.

The chief malaria-carrying mos 


quito in the United States is th 
species called Anopheles quadrima 
culatus, generally a pond breede.

or fresh water in the open, wher 
the eggs deposited on the surfac 
of the water hatch into larvae o 
wiggletails in a day or two.

Fewer Traffic Accidents in County 


Thus Far This Year, but More Hurt 


While there have been fewer ac- 


cidents this year 
since Jan. 1 in 


Outagamie county, the number of 
injured greatly exceeds that for the 
same period of 1937,. according to 
records of the Post-Crescent. 


Up to May 18 of this year there 


were 113 accidents reported as com- 
pared to 131 for the same period of 
1937.

parently from the moment he hean 
North's one heart opening bid h_ 
decided to "trap," i. e., to lay back 
for penalties. But if that was hi 
idea he overdid it. and the resul 
was what might have been expect 
ed. The pass to one heart was no 
so bad (although the hand certain 
ly was worth a two club overcall) 
but when West could dig up a bi 
over South's two clubs it was in 
conceivable that East should hav< 
kept on passing. Of course 
hi 


hoped for continued bidding from 
the opponents and, when the thre 
club bid came from South, he prob 
ably felt that his lurking in th< 
bushes was about to be rewarded 
But actually he was selling hi 
birthright for a mess of pottage 
Five diamonds would have been a 
"romp" for- West, whereas three 
clubs could be defeated only two 
tricks. Even those tricks escapee 
due to East's bungling play. 


West opened the diamond seven 


Declarer went up with dummy's 
ace and led the club eight. East 
realizing that declarer would let the 
eight ride, covered with the nine 
and the jack won. A low heart wa 
led to the nine, forcing East's king 
The diamond king was cashed and 
then East, afraid to lead from his 
spade king, returned the seven o 
clubs. (A spade return would have 
led to a two trick defeat of the 
contract.) Declarer won with the 
queen and led another heart. West 
won with the ace and pumped de- 
clarer by leading the 
diamond 


queen. Declarer was delighted to 
ruff with the three of clubs. He 
then led the heart jack, overtook 
with the queen, and played a fourth 
round. East ruffed in with the ten 
of clubs, and declarer graciously 
presented him with the trick, dis- 
carding a spade. East then led a 
spade which was taken by dummy's 
ace. The fifth heart was led. At 
this point East certainly should 
have counted that declarer had 
shown exactly six 
clubs, 
three 


hearts, and two diamonds, and that 
he could have had no more than 
two spades. He had discarded one, 
therefore had no further spade dis- 
cards to make. If East had merely 
discarded on the fifth heart, declar- 
er would have had to ruff and East's 
club king could not have been shut 
out. 
_ But East ruffed the fifth heart 


and it was all over. Declarer over- 
ruffed the five-spot with the six, 
drew the club king with the ace, 
and laid down the club four for the 
fulfilling trick.

Victory dance of Solomon island 
warriors. 
Certain old war customs of the 


natives are amusing. When a war 
is about to start, they kill a pig and 
place it on an altar where it is 
burned. This is a sacrifice to the 
"ghost of war," made with the hope 
that it will bring them victory. 


The warriors hold the tips of 


their spears in the smoke coming 
from the burning pig. They believe 
this makes the spears more deadly. 


Lime and soapstone are rubbed 


over the faces and bodies of the 
warriors, and they put pieces of 
fern in their hair before they go 
forth to fight. 


A war may be caused by the 


stealing of pigs, or canoes, by per- 
sons living in another village. It 
may also follow a "curse" placed 
on a chief by a wizard. 


One contest between two villages 


is known as "the War of the Areca 
Nut." A man from the place called 
Saa gave an areca nut (probably 
poisoned) to the chief of Fagani. 
The chief chewed it, and died soon 
afterward.

As the man from Saa went home- 


ward in a canoe with some friends, 
he was chased by warriors from 
Fagani. Two of those in the Saa ca- 
noe were killed. A dozen more lives 
were lost in fighting during later 
weeks.

For Rearing Children 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Nobody is wise enough to tell a mother-just what to do to bring up a 


child in the way he should go. But here are a few guiding principles. 


First have a clear idea of what you want a. child to be and to do. Let 


your thoughts about him be clear and definite and strong. You cannot 
hide your thought. A mother cannot secretly wish that her child would 
become a movie star or a millionaire banker and tell him that she wants 
him to be ? servant of god. He will know about the hidden ambition 
and he will want to follow that, and end up by falling between the two 
standards. So think clearly and definitely on what your child is to be 
and to do. 


Second, teach him to obey. It is nonsense to say that teaching a child 


obedience is robbing him of freedom. Proper obedience saves a child 
from the slavery of ignorance and sets him free to use his intelligence 
Teach him to obey and he will gladly obey you when he finds that it 
means greater comfort, more happiness and higher rewards Decide up 
on what things are important. Confine your request for obedience to 
them. Don't fuss over trifles. Ask for obedience when it's 
and see that you get it. 


Third, use force as little as pos- 


sible. How do you feel when some- 
body orders you to do something? 
Even though you want to do it in 
the first place, you rebel. So does 
the child. Say to a child, "It's get- 
ting close to supper time, John. 
How about putting things away 
now and getting ready? I'll give 
you a hand with the blocks." That 
kind of a speech will bring obedi- 
ence and cooperation. But if you 
shout, "John, get those things out 
of the way: do it now; you hear 
me," you will get only resistance. 


But don't hesitate to use force 


if necessary. 
In 
an 
emergency 


pick the child up and put him 
where he ought to be and make 
lim stay there. 


Fourth, don't talk and talk and 


.alk to a child two or three years 
of age. Don't try to reason with 
lim. A child of that age gets tired 
istening after the first few mom- 
ents and his mind closes down 
ight. That is nature's way of pro- 
ecting him against strain. Make 
our words few. Don't argue. Be 


consistent. Try to keep an even 
emper. Because you love this 
:hild, be strong. In that way you 
iclp him against his own weakness. 


Fifth, keep order in the house. 


A disorderly house makes for bad 


ed their own emotions enough, for 
instance, to know that it is the 
basis of love. It is the thing above 
all others, above sex attraction, 
above beauty, above suitability that 
draws men and women together. 


John falls in love with Mary not 


because she is pretty or sweet or a 
good cook, but because she ap- 
preciates him. Because she makes 
him feel that in a world that has 
somehow never discovered how 
wise and witty and good looking he 
is, she has seen him as a paragon. 
And Mary falls in love with John 
for precisely the same reason. Oth- 
er men may have passed her by 
and not seen that her sandy hair 
covered a clever brain, or what a 
perfectly beautiful soul resided in 
her overweight body.
